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AUDITORS'  REPORT. 

The  undersigned,  who  were  chosen  to  audit  the  accounts  of 
your  Commissioners  and  Treasurer,  submit  the  following  Re- 
port : — 

On  the  29th  day  of  April,  1875,  they  met  those  officers  at  the 
County  farm  in  Haverhill,  and  proceeded  to  make  an  examina- 
tion of  their  accounts.  The}'  find  them  well  cast  and  properly 
vouched.  The  articles  mentioned  in  those  accounts  are  all  nec- 
essary for  the  business  of  the  County,  and  we  entertain  no  doubt 
but  that  they  have  all  been  properly  expended  in  their  interest. 
They  have  certainly  been  purchased  upon  very  favorable  terms 
for  the  County. 

An  examination  of  the  accounts  of  the  Treasurer,  shows  that 
he  has  paid  Si 9, 600. 00  of  the  bonds  of  the  County,  which  be- 
came due  on  the  1st  day  of  October,  last.  Five  thousand  and 
four  hundred  dollars  had  previously  been  paid,  so  that  the  whole 
of  the  $25,000.00,  which  became  due  Oct.  1,  1874,  has  been  paid. 

One  thousand  dollar  bonds,  Nos.  1,  4,  5,  6,  7,  8,  9  and  10, 
five  hundred  dollar  bonds,  Nos.  1,  2,  3,  4,  8,  9,  11,  12,  14,  15, 
17,  18,  19  and  20,  and  two  hundred  dollar  bonds,  Nos.  1,  2,  3, 
4,  5,6,  7,  9,  10,  11,  12,  13,  14,  15,  16,  17,  18,  20,  21,  22, 
23,  24  and  25,  amounting  to  $19,600.00,  and  being  so  much 
of  the  $25,000.00  which  become  due  last  October,  we  have 
burned  in  the  presence  of  the  Commissioners.  The  balance  of 
the  §25,000. 00  was  paid  before  it  was  due,  and  the  bonds  des- 
troyed by  us  last  year.  The  interest,  which  was  due  October  1, 
1874,  upon  your  County  debt,  amounted  to  $5,676.00.  There 
has  been  paid  $5,640.00,  and  we  have  burned  the  coupons. 
There  still  remain  due  and  unpaid,  $36.00,  the  coupons  not 
having  been  presented  to  the  Treasurer.

Religious  Services  have  been  held  at  the  Almshouse  each  Sab- 
bath afternoon,  during  the  entire  year,  consisting  of  reading 
the  Scriptures,  singing,  prayer  and  preaching.  The  attendance 
has  been  uniformly  good,  and  the  order  and  decorum  such  as 
would  have  been  creditable  to  any  worshiping  congregation. 

During  the  year  there  has  been  a  frequent  visitor  amongst 
us.  Fifteen  have  been  called  from  this  institution  to  their  final 
reward.  Some  of  them  died  in  the  faith,  and  others  were  want 
ing  in  capacity  sufficient  to  render  them  accountable.  It  should 
be  remembered  that  a  large  proportion  of  those  brought  here 
are  aged,  and  all  are  infirm  in  body  or  mind,  and,  consequently, 
a  large  per  cent,  of  deaths  is  expected. 

The  wise  and  liberal  provision  to  meet  the  physical  and  spirit- 
ual wants  of  this  unfortunate  class  of  our  fellow  men,  is  credit- 
able to  the  County,  and  is  evidence  of  an  advancing  state  of 
Christian  civilization. 

I  feel  under  special  obligation  to  Mr.  George  and  his  estima- 
ble lady  for  their  personal  attentions,  and  for  their  influence 
for  good  over  the  large  family  committed  to  their  care.  I  crave 
the  blessing  of  Heaven  upon  them  all.
